child welfare, maternity, pre-natal care and the

In summarizing the work and the aims of the 
)} Public Health Service, in a K S D radio talk at 
‘the Post-Dispatch wireless station Thursday night, 
) Surgeon-General Cumming declared that the pur- 
pose of its activities was to add 10 years to the 
life of the average citizen, by lessening the mor- 
‘tality from epidemics and infant diseases, and by 
general improvement of, health conditions. 

The service has a medical personnel of 1590 to 
1790 physicians, of whom about 700 are serving 
in hospitals conducted under the control of the 
service. 

Some of the achievements of the Public Health 
Service, as enumerated by its present head, are: 


Achievements of the Service 
Smallpox eradicated in the Philippines; super- 
vision and control of cholera in the Philippines: 
bubonic plague controlled on the Pacific coast by 
the destruction of rats and ground squirrels: bu- 
bonic plague controlled in New Orleans and Porto 
‘Rico by the eradication of rats: cholera success- 


fully prevented from reaching the United States 


without interruption of commerce, in the great 
‘European epidemic of 1910, through new quaran- 
tine procedure developed by the service. 

During the World War the Public Health Serv- 
ice protected the health of the military forces of 
the United States in the areas contiguous to the 
camps. Without such control the camps would 
have been menaced to an unprecedented extent by 
malaria, typhoid fever, cerebrospinal meningitis 
and venereal diseases. , 

In its investigations the Public Health Service 
has made important contributions to the pre- 


vention and contro! of diseases, which Dr. Cum- 


ming lists as follows: 

“The observation made by a service officer, as 
to the incubation period of yellow fever, mate- 
riallv aided in the discovery by Reed and Carroll 
of the United States army of the method of trans- 
mission of yellow fever by the mosquito. 

“The service demonstrated the role plaved by 
cholera carriers in the spread of cholera in the 
Philippine Islands 

“The service has shown that pellagra is a dis- 
ease caused by improper diet, and that the preven- 
tion and cure of the disease lie in the eating of 
a well-balanced dijet. 

“The first practical demonstration that beriber! 
was caused by the use of polished rice was made 
by the Public Health Service; beriberi was elimi- 
nated from the Government institutions in the 
Philippine Islands by dietary measures. The Pup- 
lic Health Service also demonstrated that infan- 
tile beriberi was one of the causes of excessive 
infant mortality in the Philippines. 

“By its investigation of leprosy the Public 
Health Service has developed a method of treat- 
ment which promises a cure. 

“The extra-cantonment work of the service has 
given a tremendous impetus to the elimination of 
malaria from the United States. In one demon- 
stration the service reduced the economic loss 
from $11.50 per acre in the year 1918 to $1.50 per 
acre in 1919.

“The investigations of the service on the causes 
of death and sudden death fm the use of drugs for 
the cure of syphilis have demonstrated how the 
five or six million doses of arsephenamine an- 
nually administered may be given safely. 

“When the Public Health Service was charged 
by law with the supervision of biologic products, 
it carried on the extremely difficult task of pre- 
paring and preserving a standard diphtheria anti-

“The Unknown 
Soldier” 


(Frank M. O’Brien’s editorial in the New 
York Herald, Nov. 11, 1921, which won the 
Joreph Pulitzer Prize). 


That which takes place today at the 
National Cemetery in Arlington is a sym- 
bol, a mystery and a tribute. It is an 
entombment only in the physical sense. It 
is rather the enthronement of Duty and 
Honor. This man who died for his coun- 
try is the symbol! of these qualities; a far 
more perfect symbol than any man could 
be whose name and deeds we knew. He 
represents more, really, than the uniden- 
tied dead, for we cannot separate spir- 
itually from the war heroes whose names 
are written on their grave stones. He— 
this spirit whom we honor—stands for the 
unselfishness of all. 

This, of all monuments to the dead, i 
lasting and immutable. So long as men 
revere the finer things of life, the tomb of 
the nameless hero will remain a _ shrine. 
Nor, with the shifts of time and mind, can 
there be a changing of values. No his- 
torian shall rise to modify the virtues or 
the fauits of the Unknown Soldier. He 
has an immunity for which «Kings might 
pray. The years may bring erosion to 
the granite but not to the memory of the 
Unknown. 

It is a common weakness of humanity to 
ask the questions that can never be an- 
swered in this life. Probably none to 
whom the drama of the Unknown Soldier 
has appealed has wondered who, in the 
sunshine of the eafth, was the protagonist 
of today’s ceremony., A logger from the 
Penobscot? An orciieediat from the Pa- 
cific Coast? A-well driller from Texas? 
A machinist from Connecticut? A lad 
who left his hoe to rust among the Mis- 
sourl corn? A longshoreman from Hell’s 
Kitchen? Perhaps some youth from the 
tobacco fields, resting again in his own 
Virginia. All:that the army tells us of 
him is that he died in battle. All that the 
heart tells is that some woman loved him. 
More than that no man shall learn. In 
this mystery, as in the riddle of the uni- 
verse, the wise wonder; 
not know. 

What were his dreams, his ambitions? 
Likely he shared those common to the 


millions: A life of peace and honest strug-- 


gie, with such small success as comes to 
most who try; and at the end the place on 
the hillside among his fathers. Today to 
do honor at his last resting place come the 
greatest soldiers of the age, famous states- 
men from other continents, the President, 
the high Judges and the legislators of his 
own country, and many men who, like 
himself, fought for the flag. At his bier 
gather the mosf remarkable group 
that America has seen. And the Tomb 
which Fate reserved for him is, instead 
of the narrow cell on the village hillside, 
one as lasting as that of Rameses agd as 
inspiring as Napoleon's. 

It is a great religious ceremony, this 
bureal today. The exaltation of the name- 
less bones would not be possible except 
for Belief. Where were Duty and Honor, 
the wellsprings of Victory, if mankind 
feared that death drew a black curtain 
behind which lay nothing but the dark? 
So all in whom the spark of hope has not 
died can well believe that Wwe, to whom 
the Soldier is a mystery, are not a mys- 
tery to him. They can believe that the 
watchers at Arlington today are not mere- 
ly a few thousands of the living, but tht 
countless battalions of the departed 
“Though he were dead, yet shall he live” 
—there is the promise to which men hold 
when everything on this earth has slipped 
away. 

All the impressive ritual of today 
would be a mockery if we did not believe 
that, out in an infinity which astronomers 
cannot chart or mathematicians bound, the 
Unknown Soldier and all the glorious dead 
whom we honor in his dust are looking 
down upon this little spinning ball, con- 
scious ef our reverence. And when noon 
strikes, signal for the moment of silent 
prayer, few of those who stand with 
bared head will lack conviction that the 
rites at Arlington are viewed by other 
than mortal eyes. Only in that spirit may 
we honor the Unknown Soldier and those 
who, like him, died for this Republic.

Prince’s Travels Filmed—Wells 
Thinking of Politics—Oil 
Tanks for Royal Navy. 


By the Associated Press 

LONDON, May 27.—The Prince of 
Wales will appear in the new role 
of premier British film star when 
the official cinematographic record 
of his world tour, in a serial of six 
| two-reel episodes, will be released 
‘simultaneously with his return to 
_Fingland in June. These films later 
|will be exhibited in America. 

Three cameramen were constantly 


'attached to the royal party and they 


obtained the best-lighted and most 
advantageous positions They were 
enabled to make an intimate record 
of the Prince’s journey, which, it is 
said, will rival the best American 
thrillers. 

The film begins with an unposed 
Picture of the Prince taken un- 
awares. It bears the subtitie of one 
of his most familiar comments: 
“Photographers are a nuisance. 

H. G. Wells is considering enter- 
tne British politics, but says he does 
not intend to run for Parliament at 
the present The novelist has beer 
nominated Lord Rector of the Glas- 
gow University bv the student ad- 
herents to the Labor part: 

Lord Birkenhead and Sir John 
Simon are the unionist and lberal 
nominees opposing Wells. Accord- 
ing to the novelist, the nomination 
provides an opportunity of testing 
what welcome awaits him if he takes 
@ direct interest in political affairs. 
Wells claims no connection with any 
political party and assumes that the 
nomination does not commit him to 
strict adherence to the Labor pro- 
Fram 

He savs he is a socialist education- 
alist and a republican, not @ cOom- 
Inunist. 

Slowly but surely the prohibition 
question is coming forward in En- 
gland, but as yet it is so new that | 
the attitude of many prominent lead- 
ers in the country is unknown. 

At a reeent anti-prohibition meet- 
ing one of the speakers claimed that 
Prime Minister Llord George was a 
Supporter of his case.

Conditions of-life have become 
more hazardous than ever. All truces 
and treaties between the North and 
the South and with the British Gov- 
ernment for safeguarding life and 
conducting business which were 
hailed so hopefully when thev wers 
announced, appear to have broken 
down under the test of practice. 

According to the London viewpoint 
Inst week's agreemen® between 
Michael Collins and Eamonn de Va- 
lera, leaders of the two factions 
in Southern Ireland, providing for a 
coalition Government of Freestaters 
and Republicans and for a friendly 
election, operates chiefly to evade 
giving the Irish voters a chance to 
adopt or reject the treaty designed 
to create the Irish Free State. Such 
ratification by the voters of Ireland 
is considered an essential step for 
setting up the new Irish Govern- 
ment. 

Sir James Craig, the Premier of 
Ulster, has declared that the Tlster 
Government will have nothing to 
do with the joint commission for 
drawing the boundary between 
North and South Ireland, which is 
supposed to have been Prime Min- 
ister Lloyd George’s personal plan. 
Sir James also says he will have no 
more conference with the South- 
erners. | 

Consequently, both Uleter and the 
South have turned their backs | 
against the British Government, and 
the situation is most depressing to 
Downing street, which wants, last 
of all things in the world, to have 
all the diplomacy and concessions 
of the past two years end in an at- 
tempt to restore British rule in Ire- 
land.

Hollow at first 
and remote, it peals louder and 
deeper and nearer until the mute 
booming thunder surges over the 
world, and you know the multitudi-

It is the ocean itself, unheard and 
unseen save in imagination, which 
is cast for the principal role;'and it 
ennobles the human puppet-drama 
with an implication of fate.

NEW YORK, May 27. 
T is our contention that nothing in 


any field of art can ever be quite 
so bad as a bad play We are writ- 


ing this after a week in which we 
saw “The Rotters” and “Abie’s 
Irish Rose.” It is easy to escape 


from a bad book. When the moment 
arrives when the reader can no 
longer endure it, he has merely to 
toes the volume across the room. 
Plays ought to have more intermis- 
sions. The three-act form provides 
only two available opportunities for 
exit and this is not enough. 

“The Rotters” and “Abie’s Irish 
Rose”’ bring up a nice point in crit- 
ical judgment. It is not easy to say 
which is worse. Our vote goes to 
“Abie’s Irish Rose.” It is conceiv- 
able that the author of “The Rot- 
ters’”’ may not have known quite how

In fact, no inmate of this quiet suburb leaves his home 
after sundown except, perhaps. to buy an evening; 
paper 

Consequently its gay life—its naughty, wicked, gay 
life—is contined to its bungalows. But. despite the 
fact that the attics and basemenis of these bungalows 
are on the same floor, this naughty, wicked night life 
in Hollywood is not on the level. 

Hiow did Hollywood get a bad name’ vou ask 

Principally because one movie actor--an overpaid, 
overfed comedian who didn't live in Hollywood--was 
connected with the accidental death of a film actress 
in San Francisco, and an unsolved murder mystery with- 
in its borders focused the. attention of the entire coun- 
trv on its gelatine set. 

Similar untoward happenings have taken place in 
other environments, but rarely has an entire commun- 
ity been held up as a horrible example because of them 
Hollywood and its movie set are no more to be con- 
demned because Fatty Arbuckle was tried for man- 
Slaughter and William Desmond Taylor was mysteri- 
ously murdered than the inhabitants of any other cif 
in which sensational crimes have been committed. 

The Taylor murder mystery remains an unusually 
interesting murder mysters But William Desmond 
Tayior was not a particularly important member of 
the local film cbdlony, and there has never been any- 
thing to show that his murderer was connected with 
the movies. My own theory is that he committed 
suicide rather than remain in Hollywood another fort- 
night. 

[ hold no brief fer Hollywood or its film colony. 
But having lived in its gelatine set for a month this 
year--as Well as having made an even longer sojourn 
three years ago--I feel it is my solemn duty to set 
forth the real facts about this home of hokum. 

Because many of its inmates have married from time 
to time it is incorrect to regard them as Mormons. 
Morons is the proper word. And because many of its 
male gelatine set wear little black mustaches and zoif 
pants, there is no occasion to refer to them as “The 
Horrors of Hollywood.”’ 
| have seen movie actors dressed as Bishops and Car- 
dinals eating ham sandwiches on Fridays. 1 have 
visited movie queens who spent weeks trying to locate 
their maternal parents in order to be photographed 
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with them to “show the world” that their home life was 
above suspicion. I even attended a church wedding 
at which “Come Back to Erin’ was played by the or- 
zanist instead of the march from “Lohengrin.” 

Kut these happenings, individually or collectively, 
should not cause the public prints to refer to the in- 
mates of Hollywood as murderers, hop fiends or lib- 
ertines. 

The truth is that Hollywood is as dull as ditch 
water. Most of the studios are closed or running on 
part time. Salaries have been cut in fractions. Extras 

-even men with beards who could play millionaires 
and professors—who used to receive $10 and $12 a 
dav are now glad tod get $3.50 and $4——less, in fact, than 
a day laborer’s wage. Actors are engaged only for 
each separate picture and at salaries they would have 
spurned a year ago, with the result that the majority 
of the members of the film colony are “between pic- 
tures,” or “at liberty,” as it is called out here. 

The film colony out here hasn't any money to spend 
in riotous living, even if there were any place to 
spend it. 

It must be admitted that one can motor to Santa 
Monica, some 15 miles away, and dance at Sunset Inn— 
the alleged center of the alleged gay life in that wind- 
swept community. And the white-front restaurants in 
Los Angeles are open until midnight. But in Holly- 
wood there is nothing but darkness and gloom. That 
is why the stories about the “gay doings” in this for- 
lorn suburb are too absurd for words. 

But come with me to Armstrong & Carlton’s—center 
of Hollywood’s mad iife at noon time. Not to visit 
Armstrong & Carlton's is to miss the best that Holly- 
wood has to offer. For part of its cafeteria is equipped 
with tables, to which ‘waitresses will actually bring 
vour luncheon 

Here the elite of the gelatine set lunch daily if not 
exactly gayly. The amoeba of the gelatine drama 
must be in the hash served here, for scenario writers 
are as much addicted to it as screen screams or in- 
rpenues with phony mothers. The only drawback to it 
is the fact that so many tourists are visiting it that 
even the highest-priced film stars are often unable to 
tind seats. 

The sightseeing automobile companies of Los An- 
geles have capitalized the alleged scandals of Holly- 
wood to the limit. They run huge motor busses to the 
gravevard where Tavior is buried and “luncheon at 
Armstrong & Carlton’s” is one of the features of the 
trip. The yaps who make the excursion. naturally 
expect to see gun play. One of the sightseers told 
me he wanted his money back because there wasn't a 
single murder committed during the entire trip. 

i lunched at Armstrong & Carlton's twice without 
seeing anything more devilish than an assistant direc- 
tor order a second cup of coffee. The third time |! 
went there it was so crowded with tourists and sight- 

seers that I had to join my movie friends at “Frank's” — 
a cheap restaurant across the street. 

“I’m going back on the stage next season. They 
wanted to cut my salary $500 a week and I wouldn't 
stand for it.” 

if I heard this once I heard it a hundred times dur- 
ing my enforced sojourn among the movie makers. It 
is the “set” speech of nearly every actor and actress 
“between pictures’’—even if their last picture wit “The 
Birth of a Nation.” 

But when you read that Miss Maybelle Meringue or 
Handsome Harry Huckleberry has decided to give up 
the deaf and dumb drama and return to their first 
love—the stage—you may be pretty sure that their 
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contracts have expired and that neither 
Abie Wogglebaum nor Leo Prattheimer wants

way, if they functioned 24 hours a day, 3 
days a year, could not provide standing 
room, let alone empleyment, for™ actors 
and actresses of Hollywood who wre nal 
ing to the stage next season. 

And the reason is very simple—Hollywood 
as a motion-picture community has seen its 
best days. This doesn’t mean that its studios 
will be abandoned and the industry trans- 
ferred to the East, but it does mean that 
the days of big salaries, wholesale productions and 
reckless expenditures are over. 

Little by little the industry in Hollywood is being 
put on a safe if not exactly a sane basis. Authors are 
no longer paid fabulous prices for the screen rights 
to their books and plays. Actors are no longer put 
under long-time contracts and paid whether they 
work or loaf. In fact, economy is the watchword 
all along the gelatine line. 

There is still much to be accomplished. Too many 
“relatives” are on the payrolls, and directors are still 


more expert in thinking up new ways to waste time 


than in devising new business. 

There are still too many people in the piec- 
ture business in Hollywood who ought to be in 
the garment trades. But there is a noticeable im- 
provement over conditions as the writer found them 
three vears azo. 

The fact that less than one-third of the studios are 
functioning at the present time is not the least 
improvement. 

Not only have too many pictures been made of 
-late, but most of them have been decidedly medi- 
ocre—to speak mildly. The few intelligent actors 
and directors out here realize this. It is the real 
reason for the slump in attendance at movie playhouses 
all over the country. The worth-while pictures have 
invariably played to good business and that is why the 


‘ wn” . “i. 
“best minds’ in Hollywood are endeavoring to make 


“fewer and better pictures.” 

So the shutdown has been a good thing for the in- 
dustry—despite the hardship it has worked on many 
untalented stars and loud-monthed directors. The pic- 
ture geusiness must be deflated—-it still needs many 
drastic economies—-a good housecleaning at the top as 
well as at the bottom. There are too many illiterate 
aliens in control of the big companies. When they are 
weeded out by bad business and replaced by intelligent, 
well-trained men there will be still fewer and much bet- 
ter pictures. 

Will Hollywood remain on the map? 

As long as Mary PXkford, Douglas Fairbanks and 
Charlie Chaplin live and work there, it will. Up to the 
present time there are no indications that they will 
desert California. But the facts that interior lighting 
is being more and more used in making pictures, that 
the “locations” around Los Angeles have been used 
so many times that they are stale, and that 
the changed climate is making outdoor work ia 
the winter time impossible, must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Hollywood is not vet threatened with the sack, but it 
wouldn't surprise me to wake up some fine morning 
in the not too dim and distant future and read that 
nearly all the big companies would make their pic- 
tures in and about New York. 

Three years ago, when the motion picture industry 
was at the height of its prosperity, Hollywood was dull 
enough. 

There was nothing to spend money on even when 
the film colony had money. Today, with the studios 
turning out one-third as many pictures and with sal- 
aries one-third of what they were, it is the dreariest, 
most desolate place imaginable. 

In short, the Hollywood of fiction does not exist. 
Its gayety and wickedness are about as spontaneous 88 
the winter sunshine in Southern California—this wia- 
ter or any other winter. 

So, suffice it to say that Hollywood is simply a state 
of mind. I know its faults and its virtues and I sym- 
pathize with both.

“The tree laden with fruit bends low. 
wishest to be great be lowly and meek.’ 

He taught love, too. And he taught the war to love— 
God. 

In India everyone believes in God. Conceptions of an 
ultimate vary, so there are many interpretations of the 
idea. He who has a business often has a business god. 
Even the dacoits—thieves and murderérs—have a zgod 
‘of pure destruction to justify their acts. 

The higher concept, of course. {is the God of love, 
charity, forgiveness and truth: these are eternal quali- 
ties—the bad only destroys itseif—so Hindus earnestly 
try to approximate them. 

God to a Hindu is nothing but the creative source of 
the universe. Just as an eve im itself has no power 
to see, nor a hand to shake, nor a brain to think, so 
the creation in itself has no being without the life spark 
or urge or generative something. This cosmic power or 
love at the core of things, then, is the cause of results 
and the real Lord. It is not only foolish but impos- 


“gible to do homage to another, because there is no 


other. 

Yet, how to realize this? How is it that one may 
“know God"? How may one explore, understand and 
wholly appreciate the cause, the urge, lore or the Lord?” 


For this the Hindus have a definite system of train- 
ing. It is a thing to be learned, like mathematics, en- 
gineering, ag football. Every Indian child gets the 
beginning of this instruction, There is nothing so im- 
portant. says the Hindu, as to know the Lord. It is 
the only real education there is. 

What does the training consist of? In the beginning, 
merely the study of the sacred books. Then the prac- 
tice of absolute truthfulness, honesty, the refraining 
from theft and killing of all kinds. Then, if one con- 
tinues, the practice of much higher forms of meditation 
and yoga. 

So Ramakrishna while still a youth set out to find 
the Lord. Living on what little food the generous could 
give him, with a few plain rags for clothing, he came 
to Dakshineswar, to whose gardens every year come 
hundreds of Rishis, holy men, to eat, rest and to medi- 
tate. These men Ramakrishna sought out. and in re- 
turn for slight services they would tell him of their 
adventures, training and spiritual experiences. 

In this way he learned much, but he also jearned that 
in the end every man must be his own teacher. It is 
only through meditation that one may Know the self. 
There is no other way. 

Through meditation, if one is successful, one acquires 
Samadhi or a state of “God consciousness” — what Oc- 
cidentals would call a trance state. But, unlike the

‘As the dawn heralds th is sun, said Rarna- 
krishna, “so unselfishness, purity and righteousness pre- 
cede the advent of the Lord. God is seen when the 
nind is trangut!--desireless. 

Ramatrishra, teo, preached that the rich man, the 
man Wie embraces lust and gold, cannot hope to attain 
peace. He had a thorough dread of money and the 
desires it brings, and even while he slept when he was 
touched with it his skin would quiver and he would 
unconsciously draw away. Once he was given a gold 
Shawl worth thousands of rupees 
Looking upon it, he spat, wiped his 
feet on ft. then gave if away An 
other time he weighed stones and 
silver rupees and tossed them both 
in the Ganges 

Nor was Ramakrishna religious in 
the orthodox sense. On the con- 
trary. he broke everv covenant of 
Brahman usage, and refused to limit 
God. “Many are the names of God,” 
he said, “and infinite the forms that 
lead us to know Him. In whatso- 
ever nmesne or form you desire to 
eall Hlim, in that very form and 
name you will see Him.” So God to 
him was often expressed as the At- 
man. not as He or She, but as an en- 
tirely impersonal concept. It is this 
impersonal Atman that would be 
most readily understood in the 
West. 

Ramakrishna embraced and in- 
cluded all faiths. By meditation he 
realized Krishna, Rama, Shiva, all 
separate incarnations within Hin- 
dustan itself. At one time he hada 
Mohammedan guru. Another time 
he lost himself in the life of Jesus. 
But all faiths were at heart the 
same to him who lived and experi- 
enced the_lines of the Upanishads 
that declare that men call the At- 
man by various names, yet all gods 
are one. 

After he died, his 12 disciples went 
out over India spreading his teach- 
ings untit now the Ramakrishna 
Mission, more than any other one 
organization, is known for its free 
schools, hospitals, ashrams; its 
service is to all, generously, regard- 
less of caste or color. 

It is believed that in meditation 
one is liable to the sins or sick- 
nesses of another if touched by a 
person afflicted. It may have been 
for this reason that Ramakrishna, 
continually unconscious of his pain, 
died from cancer of the throat 
since he was constantly being ap- 
proached by pilgrims during his 
Samadhi. Yet he said: “I would 
suffer willingly all sorts of bodily 
pains, and death also, a hundred 
thousand times, if by so doing | 
could bring one single soul to free- 
dom and salvation.” 

Ramakrishna was a saint of the 
highest order. His sympathy and 
love was as wide as the great Moth- 
ers, and when the West comes to 
discover the Orient, Ramakrishna 
will be one of the names it will 
write in big letters.
